His plea over, it was then the turn of the court audience to voice 
their opinion on the matter, and bey did they voice their opinion. 

The arguments swung from left to right as both sets of believers and 
non believers aired their views. Brian McMullan lead guitarist with 
Glasgow UFO Rock band CSIV was not being put off by the Astronomical 
explanations being given from the other side of the courtroom and he 
spoke with contempt at these views and gave a scathing attack on 
Campbell for^supporting them. During the course of this live TV 
debate the viewers were asked to phone in with their views on the 
subject, did they believe in UFO r s? had they seen one? soon the 
phones were virtually ringing off their hooks.

HIGH ALTITUDE ROCKETS: 

The space - Quest foundation is a separate group who are developing low cost rocket 
technology to launch microsatellites into orbit. They have agreed to fly some of our 
equipment to high altitudes. The flights will launch detectors in areas of known UFO 
activity. Initially this will be as random as ground sightings, however, it may proved 
opportunities for close range photographies. Later flights will be targeted. It is reported 
that some Ufos circle the Earth in specific orbits. Rockets will launch instruments to 
approach the orbital heights and direction and using high speed video, film the area. Later 
it may be possible to orbit detection equipment. 


Hie Truth Is Out There 


GROUND,BASED RADAR; 

We will be building a series of 2 metres radar dishes, they are not strictly radar, they will 
detect TV transmissions which are reflected off airborne craft. If you live near an airport 
then when a plane passes nearby your TV picture may suffer interference we will exactly use 

that principle but using equipment far more sensitive that a TV receiver. 


ELECTROMAGNETIC DISTURBANCES: 

A distant thunderstorm can cause your radio to crackle. If UFO's produce strong magnetic 
fields then similar effect will occur we will use very sensitive, "search coils". To detect any 
changes in the ambient electromagnetic field. A single coil is of limited use - it would be a 
stroke of luck if a UFO were to pass within detection range. Hence we will be setting up a 
network of coils, starting in the North East but eventually covering the whole country. If a 
UFO travels across country it would cause a "Blip" on coils beneath it's path. By using 
computers to correlate and enhance the data from a coils it may be possible to plot the 
UFO's flightpaths.
